DEMOCRATS GUI 
THEIR PROGRAM, 
CONGRESS MAY 
QUIT NEXT WEEK 


Leaders Plan to Save 
Wage and Health 
Legislation and 
Abandon School and 
Housing Bills. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (AP) 
~—Democratic leaders have just 
about decided to salvage modi- 
fied wage and health legislation, 
abandon school and general hous- 
ing bills and adjourn Congress 
the middle of next week, 

Yesterday the Senate passed 
@ $3,989,054,000 foreign aid bill 
to help friendly nations, while 
barring aid to countries which 
help Cuba or the Dominican Re- 
public, 

The measure which now goes 
to a Senate-House conference 
committee, would give President 
Eisenhower almost all of the 
money he had requested for the 
foreign aid program. 

Factors in Decision. 


The decision of the Democratic 
leaders as to adojurnment is not 
yet official but likely to become 
so. It is apparently based on 
these factors: 

1, The House Rules Com- 
mittee appears determined not 
to let a school aid bill go to a 
compromise committee. It still 

' is blocking a general housing 
bill. 

2. The post-convention ses- 
sion is not making the Demo- 
cratic leadership look too 
potent, and the longer it lasts 
the darker the picture may be. 

3. Senator John F. Kennedy 
of Massachusetts and Senate 
majority leader Lyndon B. 
Johnson of Texas, the Demo- 
cratic presidential and vice- 
presidental nominees, want to 
hit the campaign trail as 
quickly as possible but do not 
want to desert their leader- 
ship roles while Congress is 
in session. The pressure for 
quick adjournment is coming 
from the Senate which nor- 
mally drags its feet on end- 
ing a session. 

4. Legislation acted on so 
far at the abbreviated session 
is falling into a pattern more 
to the liking of the President 
than of Kennedy and Johnson. 


Go-Ahead on Wage Bill. 


The House Rules Committee, 
under the: chairmanship of Rep- 
resentative Howard W. Smith 
(Dem.), Virginia, gave a g0- 
ahead signal today for a com- 
promise on minimum wage legis- 
lation. 

By vote of 8 to 3, it cleared 
the way for Senate and House 
conferees to work out differences 
between the bills passed by the 
two branches. 

The Senate bill would boost the 
minimum wage from $1 to $1.25 
hourly and extend coverage to 
about 4,000,000 more workers. 
The House bill would provide 
for $1.15 an hour and extend 
coverage to 5,000,000 employes. 

The Senate measure was 
backed by Kennedy and John- 
son but opposed by the Eisen- 
hower Administration. 

There were indications that the 
compromise, already informally 
worked out, would keep the 
wage rate at $1.15 and extend 
coverage to about 3,000,00 extra 
workers. 

The Rules Committee action 


was in keeping with a reported | 


agreement by Democratic lead- 
ers not to press for housing and 
school aid bills, in exchange for 
clearance of the wage measure. 
The Rules Committee had re- 
fused to clear the housing and

RELIGIOUS SMEAR 
DRIVE APPEARS 
WORSE THAN 1928 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25 (AP)— 
Evidence was reported piling up 
today that circulation of religious 
smear material in the current 
campaign may exceed that of 
any other presidential contest 
in American history. 

“The circulation of rabidly 
anti-Catholic material already is 
many times greater than we’ve 
ever seen it,” said Bruce L. 
Felknor, executive director of 
the Fair Campaign Practices 
Committee. 

‘We think at this point there 
is a substantial danger that the 
campaign in 1960 wilf’be dirtier 
on the religious issue than it was 
in 1928.’ 

That was when Democrat Al 
Smith, a Roman Catholic, was 
defeated by Republican Herbert 
Hoover, a Quaker. Again this 
year, a Roman Catholic, Demo- 
crat John F. Kennedy, is run- 
ning aaginst a Quaker, Republi- 
can Richard M. Nixon. 


GETS 1943 COPPER 
PENNY THAT MAY 
BE WORTH $10,000 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 25 
(UPI)—Caro Martin paid a 
breakfast check of 52 cents yes- 
terday and may have received 
about $10,000 in change. 

Martin, a bank clerk, spotted 
a copper 1843 penny. He rushed 
it to coin dealer Edward Baker 
who offered him $10,000. Martin 
decided to take time to think it 
over. 

The United States mint in 
Washington has expressed doubts 
that any copper pennies were 
minted in 1943. The pennies in 
that wartime year were steel 
coated with zinc. 

Baker said he had given the 
coin acid, weight and magnetic 
tests and was convinced it was 
genuine. Martin and Baker plan 
to put the penny up for auction. 
Other dealers have estimated: 
that if it is genuine, it will bring 
$10,000 to $25,000.

304 U.S. STAMPS 
SOLD HERE FOR 


GAMING DEVICES 


Ruling Putting Bingo- 
Type Pinballs in 
Gambling 
Helps Boost Sales. 


A total of 384 coin-operated 
gaming device stamps, costing 
$250 apiece, has been issued by 
the St. Louis office of the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service for the fis- 
cal year beginning last July 1, 
an examination of records 
showed today. This is a sub- 


stantial increase over previous 


years, 
Of the total, 337 were taken 


out by establishments in the St. 


Louis area and the remaining 47 
in eastern Missouri outside this 
area, 


The relatively large number 
results from a recent court deci- 
sion putting ‘“‘bingo-type” pin- 
ball machines in the gaming de- 


vice category, a revenue spokes- 


man said. 


Previously gaming devices in- 
cluded chiefly the ‘“one-arm 


bandit” slot machines with cash 


pay-offs. The “bingo-type” ma- 
chine offers only free games, 
but has a mechanism which 
makes the device easily sus- 
ceptible for cash pay-offs, it was 
stated. 

The spokesman pointed out 
that under the court ruling, it is 
not necessary to prove that such 
a device actually is used for 
gambling. 

A drive by the local office last 
year, on the basis of the court 
decision, resulted in more than 
1600 such machines being put in 
the gaming device category. 
About $550,000 in taxes and pen- 
alties on them was collected in 
the fiscal year ended last June 


Since then many of these ma- 
chines have been withdrawn 
from use because of the high 
tax. 

Chief of Police Curtis Brostron 
said St. Louis officers are under 
standing orders to investigate 
pinball machines which can be 
used for gambling and that if evi- 


dence of pay-offs is obtained, pro- 


prietors are arrested. 


On receipt of a tip that a ma- 
chine is being used for gambling, 
a member of the gambling squad 
plays the machine and if he re- 
ceives a payoff, an arrest is 
made, Brostron said. 


The revenue office has issued 
$50 wagering tax stamps to six 
persons in St. Louis and eastern 
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fired over the heads of anti-gov- 
ernment demonstrators today 
outside the conference of inde- 
pendent African nations here.

Revokes Divorce, Declares It’s 


Compliment to Be Called Hillbilly 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. 25 
(AP)—Judge Justin Ruark re- 
voked Lowell Moore’s divorce 
yesterday and ruled it is not an 
intolerable indignity to be called 
It is a-compliment, 
said the judge, who has lived all 
of his 59 years in the Ozark 
mountains. 

“An Ozark hillbilly is an in- 
dividual who has learned the 
real luxury of doing without the 
entangling complications of 
‘things’ which the dependent and 
over-pressured city dweller is 
required to consider as neces- 
sities,” he said. 

“The hillbilly is not familiar 
with new models, soirees or of- 
tim politics but he does have the 
ti 


ime and surroundings conduc- 
ive to sober reflection and hon- 


est thought and an opportunity 
to get closer to his God.” 

Moore lives on an Ozark farm 
about 35 miles south of Spring- 
field. A circuit judge granted 
him a divorce from Mrs. Minnie 
Moore on the ground she was 
bossy and domineering, inter- 
fered with Moore’s fishing and 
stock trading, and called his rela- 
tives hillbillies. 

Mrs. Moore appealed to the 
court of appeals. 

The Moores, who are middle- 
aged, married in 1952 and lived 
together six years. Each had 
been married before. 

Judge Ruark’s opinion said 
Moore’s complaints were part 
of the ‘“‘worse”’ referred to in the 
“for better or for worse” of, the 


marriage vows. > 


Assisted by Army Units. 


Gendarmerie of the Congolese 
army also joined in repulsing 
the demonstrators, who dis- 
played placards reading “‘Down 
with the fascist government of 
Lumumba,” “Down with the 
demagogue Lumumba.” 

A number of young men were 
snatched out of the crowd by 
police and gendarmes. They 
were slugged and beaten before 
the eyes of scores of correspond- 
ents and some visiting delegates. 


| Earlier, United Nations troops 


from Sudan and Ghana dug in 
at the Leopoldville Airport and 
| set up machine guns in the face 
of demands for return of. the 
airport to Congolese control. 

The United Nations remained 
firm in the face of threats that 
the Congolese army intended to 
move back into the airport, from 
which Lumumba’s units were 
ousted last week after a series 
of clashes with U.N. personnel. 

A young Sudanese officer said 
he had received orders to resist 
any attack by Congolese troops 
and intended to carry out the 
order. 

Kasai Airlitt Completed. 


Meanwhile, the Congolese army 
completed the present phase of 
its airlift of troops to Kasai 
province. The last of 12 chart- 
ered planes used in the airlift 
took off this morning with 40 
soldiers. 


Tribal war continues in Kasai 
and Lumumba’s political oppon- 
ents there have declared their 
intention of setting up a new 
province with a large degree of 
autonomy. 

United press international said 
Baluba tribal leader Albert Ka- 
lonji appealed today to Katanga 
President Moise Tshmobe for 
military aid to fight off Congo- 
lese troops now sweeping 
through his so-called ‘Mining 
state.” 

The Congolese troops were 
part of forces being massed by 
Lumumba for action against 
secessionists in Katanga and 
Kasai provinces. 

Tshombe replied to Kalonji 
that he would supply arms but 
was holding his own troops in 
the Katanga to defend the pro- 
vince against the attack which 
he felt could be expected when 
the Congolese forces have 
crushed the ‘Mining state.” 
Kasai province is adjacent to 
Katanga. 


Close to Katanga Border. 


Lumumba’s soldiers were re- 
ported to be concentrating in the 
towns of Gandajika and Luputa 
in Kasai. They evidently board- 
ed trains in Luluabourg, to which 
they were airlifted, and ad- 
vanced down the single railway 
in the area of Luputa. 

(This put them about 31 miles 
from the border of Katanga and 
right in the center of the ‘‘Min- 
ing state.” 

(There were no reports of re- 
| sistance to the Congolese ad- 
vance from the estimated 250 
Baluba warriors and 200 soldiers 
hurriedly assembled by Kalonji. 

(Roads and the lone railway 
from Kasai province into Katan- 
ga have been mined for de- 
struction if the Congolese army 
moves across the frontier. 

(United Nations officiais here 
said they knew nothing of the 
Congolese advance into Kasai, 
but pointed out that this area 
lies outside the newly formed 
U.N. eastern command under 
Jrish Col. Harry Byrne. -The of- 
ficials said U.N. forces would 
not interfere as it was an in- 
ternal question.) 

In Leopoldville nearly 3000 
workers at the Utexleo textile 
plant went on strike, highlighting 
the economic and social dangers 
facing Lumumba.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25—The 


cost of living edged upward in 
July to a new record for the 
fifth consecutive month, 

The Department of Labor re- 
ported today that its cost of 
living index last month reached 
126.6 per cent of the 1947-49 base 
period, a rise of one-tenth of 1 
per cent above the previous rec- 
ord set in June. 


The figures mean that in July 
it cost $12.66 to purchase the | 
same quantity of goods and serv- | 
ices that could be bought for $10 
im the base period. 


St. Louis Index. | 


(In St. Louis, the food price 
index advanced 0.3 per cent from 
June to July, to 119.9—0.7 per 
cent above the ‘evel of a year 
ago. There were increases of 1.7 
per cent for fruits and vege- 
tables and 1 per cent for cereals 
and bakery products, while 
meats, poultry and fis declined 
0.6 per cent and dairy products 
fell by 0.3 per cent. 

(Compared with the figures a 
year ago, fruits and vegetables 
were up 4.6 per cent, cereals 
and bakery products advanced 
1 per cent and meats, poultry 
and fish rose 0.8 per cent. Dairy 
products fell 2.2 per cent and 
“other foods at home” were 
down | per cent.) 

Rise Less. 

Nationally, the cost of living 
index was 1.4 per cent higher 
than in July 1959. The rise last 
month, however, was less than 
is usually experienced between 
June and July, It was the small- 
est June-to-July increase since 


1954,

Board Chairman Joe Oxen- 
handler, a Democrat, declined to 
comment. He said the election 
commissioners will meet tomor- 
row to consider the proposal. 

Republican Contention. 

Republican opposition to branch 
registration units was said to 
stem from a fear that more new 
Democratic than Republican vot- 
ers would be found in industrial 
and other heavily populated 
areas. Any efforts to increase 
registrations in those 
would boost the Democratic vote 
total in November, some Re- 
publicans were contending.

The Faets behind the threatened 


shutdown of the Pennsylvania 


ailroad on September Ist 


The leaders of two shop unions have called a strike against the Pennsylvania Railroad 
beginning at 12:01 a.m. on Thursday, September 1, to force acceptance of demands 
already rejected by two impartial tribunals which have studied the dispute. 

These union leaders have indicated they will set up picket lines to prevent mem- 
bers of 22 other unions from operating the railroad. If this happens it will, of course, 
shut the railroad down. 

This threat of the unions is extremely serious, involving as it does inconvenience 
and loss to our customers, the loss of pay to employes and their families, ‘and the 
interruption of mail and other services vital to the public welfare. 


Public Entitled to Know 


If there is a strike, the public is entitled to know that it will not be because a strike 
was necessary, but only because leaders of two unions are using this weapon to 
nullify the recommendations of two impartial boards which, after careful study, 
“judged the merits of their case. 
Furthermore, they are demanding the impossible—that we take certain work 
away from employes represented by the Brotherhood of Maintenance of Way 
Employes, who have performed it for years, and turn it over to one of the two 
unions. This is a jurisdictional dispute that should be settled within their own councils. 


Here briefly is what has happened. 


In the present dispute involving work rules —not wages —the company made many 
concessions. Some of the unions’ demands, however, would seriously restrict the 
railroad’s right to manage its business. They would also make the railroad’s 
maintenance program not only more costly but also far less efficient, thus imperil- 
ing the company’s economic position and the interests of all employes. Unable to 
accede to such demands, the company joined the two unions in submitting the 
disagreement to a neutral referee, Francis J. Robertson, of Washington, a noted 
attorney and labor arbitrator. 

Mr. Robertson spent 414 months carefully studying the merits of the unions’ 
demands. He made a 68-page report which granted the unions’ demands in full in 
some instances, modified some and rejected or proyosed compromise of others. 
Believing his recommendations as a whole to be fair to both sides, the company met 
with the unions on May 9 and proposed that both sides accept the report as a basis 
of agreement. The leaders of the two unions refused, rejecting all but six recommendations 
—and these were recommendations where the unions would get exactly what they wanted.

RECOGNITION Ot 
SENEGAL NOW 


PARIS, Aug. 25 (UPI)—France 
has urged its allies to delay 
recognizing the Senegal repub- 
lic, political sources said today. 

Tt fears an increase in the 
number of independent African 
states will make its position 
more difficult when the United 
Nations again discusses the Al- 
gerian issue. 

Last weekend Senegal quit the 
Mali Federation with the for- 
mer French Sudan and declared 
itself a republic.

Paul H. Nitze, chief of the 
State Department’s policy plan- 
ning staff in the Truman Admin- 
istration; Thomas K. Finletter, 
former Secretary of the Air 
Force and former campaign ad- 
viser to Stevenson, and possibly 
others of related stature in Dem- 
ocratic councils also are likely 
to be called on for recommen- 
dations in the foreign policy and 
defense fields. Between all these 
persons and the academic ideas 
will be Kennedy and his own 
staff, with the key role in ac- 
cepting and rejecting the idea 
men’s output. 

No one among the Kennedy 
professors, it should be said 
right off, has come up with any 
ideological Polaris to swoop out 
of the paperwork and flatten 
world Communism with a nu- 
clear bang. 

There are ideas for ‘‘recon- 
structing’? NATO and other mili- 
tary alliances. There are plans 
for a bigger and bolder program 
to develop under developed 
areas. There is the proposed 
National Peace Agency, espoused 
in the new Democratic platform, 
to mount a comprehensive attack 
on world disarmament. 


There is emphasis on a greater | 
defense buildup to strengthen the | 


United States posture for both 
survival and negotiation. There 
are also urgings for broader pro- 
grams in space, and science in 
general, and for accelerating 
dozens of other things. 


BUT ESSENTIALLY, the sign 
which former President Harry 
Truman used on his White House 
desk is what the professors in- 
sist must be taken literally: 
“The buck stops here.” They 
want “the buck” to stop right 
there, and initiative to begin per- 
meating the Government. 

Senator Kennedy, a graduate 
of Harvard University and a 
member of its Board of Over- 
seers, through the years has 
culled the intellect of its lumin- 
aries, many of whom figured 
large in Adlai Stevenson’s brains 
pool in 1952 and 1956. 

Harvard historian Arthur 
Schlesinger Jr., who calls Ken- 
nedy “an old personal friend,” 
as do many Harvard faculty col- 
leagues, had a major role in 
both Stevenson campaigns, and 
in the short-lived boom for Sen- 
ator Hubert Humphrey (Dem.), 
Minnesota. 

Schlesinger, as a late-comer 
to direct support of Kennedy for 
President, is likely to have only 
a limited role in his camp in 
the future. But much of the 
Schlesinger stress on the interre- 
lation of foreign policy . and 
domestic policy, under aggres- 
sive presidential leadership in 
the FDR style, influences other 
Kennedy advisers. 

Some lesser-known Harvard

As every contestant for public 
office knows, the competing dis- 
tractions today are _ relentless 
and unceasing and many of them 
come via television. To deprive 
the mass audience for an hour 
of such fare as ‘‘Gunsmoke”’ and 
“The Untouchables” will be a 


test not only of the speakers 
but of the audience itself. Will 
they listen to a serious debate 
or will the ratings show a num- 
ber of sets blacked out? 


This raises the question of the 
subjects to be debated. Today 
no single issue such as slavery 
absorbs the entire nation, Per- 
haps the broadest and most 
compelling is that of peace and 
national security which takes in 
defense and a wide range of 
foreign policy decisions. It gets 
down to when and if negotia- 
tions can be re-opened with the 
Russians. 


SO FAR neither Nixon nor 
Kennedy has discussed this is- 
sue except in the most general- 
ized way. Perhaps no major dif- 
ference exists in their respec- 
tive viewpoints and a debate 
that simply repeated the cliches 
about the need for greater 
strength and the necessity .to 
negotiate from a position ‘of 
strength would be useless. 


Another major issue that could 
be a subject for debate is the 
national economy and the differ- 
ing degree of emphasis on the 
private as against the public 
sector. Some of Kennedy’s prin- 
cipal brain-trusters advocate a 
great expansion of spending in 
the public sector for education, 
urban redevelopment, highways 
and a wide variety of purposes. 
The Democratic platform takes 
the same line. 


Involved, too, is the rate of 
economic growth in the United

The Meaning of a Bequest 
Eugene A. Hecker’s creation of a 
trust fund simply sufficient to pro- 
vide daily food and care for his 
aged cat was the strongly charac- 
teristic action of a man idolized by 
thousands of St. Louisans. 

Generous to a fault, he refused 
ever to allow himself to impose on 
others, even in the slightest degree. 
His widely publicized bequest was, 
in essence, little different from the 
act of the considerate neighbor who 
gives you a small sum to care for a 
pet over a vacation period. 

Kitty, the Heckers’ 12-year-old 
cat, will now not have to be put to 
death merely because the benefi- 
cent lives of both Mr. and Mrs. 
Hecker have come to a close. Kitty 
will receive care worth perhaps 25 
cents to a dollar a day, and soon 
the principal will go to Harvard, in 
accordance with Mr. Hecker’s 
- wishes. 

As one privileged to know Mr. 
Hecker for the last 23 years of his 
life, I should like to declare where- 
in I believe his greatness lay. The 
key to his personality, aside from 
his consummate sense of fitness 
and proportion in all things and his 
lifelong intellectual power and acui- 
ty, was his incredibly thoughtful 
concern for everyone with whom 
he came in contact, be it Country 
Day or Washington University .eve- 
ning students, fellow teachers, rela- 
tives, neighbors and other friends. 
In personal relations he always 
gave to others. 

In his final days, offers to care 
for his cat came from relatives, 
neighbors and others. Mr. Hecker 
declined to let the cat be taken 
from the neighborhood, its accus- 
‘tomed habitat, lest its death be 
chastened. 

Though apparently newsworthy, 
Mr. Hecker’s bequest should not be 
‘allowed to distort public and private 
‘impressions of his cherished mem- 
ory. His trust fund ultimately 

makes a generous gift to his alma 
mater and also fulfills a perfectly 
natural purpose along the way.

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A Doctrine for All 


United States policy toward Cuba is now 
firmly based on an effort to make the Monroe 
Doctrine collective doctrine in the service of 
the Organization of American States. 

That is what President Eisenhower meant 
in Washington when he said the old unilateral 


statement against foreign ‘intervention had> 


been extended, not supplanted, by OAS trea- 
And that is the basis for Secretary of 
State Herter’s appeal, in Costa Rica, for the 
OAS foreign ministers to condemn Soviet in- 
tervention in Cuba. 

Mr. Herter cited the evidence of Commu- 
nist infiltration into Cuban affairs, Cuban in- 
terference in neighboring states and Cuban 
encouragement of Russian military aid. As 
if to confirm some of these accusations, Fidel 
Castro indirectly warned, in a Havana speech, 
that the OAS should keep its hands off Cuba, 
though he refused to keep hands off his 
neighbors. “We have learned to say no,” he 
asserted, “and we are teaching other Latin 
peoples to say it too.” 

Castro’s words are a provocatory blunder. 
Liberal Latin governments once friendly to 
him have already begun to suspect his inten- 
tions. Colombia’s foreign minister said 
that the OAS could mediate Cuba’s dispute 
with the United States, but only if Cuba 
would renounce export of its revolution and 
Soviet military aid. Mexico’s minister point- 
edly noted that Mexico carried out its revolu- 
tion without foreign influence. And Presi- 
dent Betancourt of Venezuela flatly proposed 
non-recognition of governments not freely 
elected. 

These statements suggest that the sister re- 
publics will back the principles of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine against foreign intervention, or 
Cuban intervention in their own affairs. But 
the republics are not equally prepared to take 
sides in a quarrel between the United States 
and Cuba. 

Hence Secretary Herter does not seek a 
mass break in diplomatic relations with Cuba 
or economic sanctions. The reluctance with 
which. the OAS adopted those measures 
against the Dominican dictatorship last week 
suggests that the member nations would not 
go that far against Castro. Mr. Herter is 
stressing condemnation only of Communist 
meddling in Cuba, and Cuban meddling 
elsewhere. 


In that respect the United States Senate 
has just done a vast disservice to Mr. Herter’s 
delicate attempt to win collective support. 
The Senate adopted an amendment by Sena- 
tor Bridges of New Hampshire to the foreign 
aid money bill, which would bar aid funds to 
nations giving military or economic assistance 
to Cuba, even indirectly. 


While the definition of such assistance is 
left to the President, the amendment itself is 
an effort to restrict the President’s conduct 
of foreign affairs. It is also an attempt to 
dictate trade policies of our allies. It may 
be interpreted by Latin states as an effort to 
buy support. In any case it has no place in a 
foreign aid bill and the House ought to erase 
the Senate mistake. 


United States policy of seeking to unite the 
New World against Communist interference 
is sound but demands a continuing effort. It 
also deserves support and not thoughtless ob- 
structions in Congress. 3 


Invitation to Harassment 


Dr. Linus Pauling has lost an effort to 
block a Senate Internal Security subcommit- 
tee order to produce names of those who 
helped him petition against nuclear testing. 
Federal District Judge Joseph C. McGarraghy 
found, in Washington, that the matter was not 
subject to judicial review. Unless the Nobel 
prize-winner can find some other means of 
court action, he is bound to go before the 
committee on Sept. 15 and submit to a point- 
less inquisition, or face contempt charges. 

Senator Dodd’s subcommittee has shown a 
ludicrous persistency in chasing after Dr. 
Pauling for information which ought to be 
beyond the committee’s authority to demand. 
Dr. Pauling did nothing illegal in collecting 
signatures of 11,201 scientists urging the 
United Nations to try to halt nuclear tests; in 
fact, the Eisenhower. Administration itself 
stopped nuclear tests. The petition could 
hardly affect internal security. 


Dr. Pauling strongly suspects that the only 
reason the committee wants him to name his 
associates who collected the signatures is to 
subject them to harassment and reprisal. No 
doubt they would be questioned also, and 
“listed” in the committee’s dossier, and Dr. 
Pauling fears some would lose their jobs—all 
for urging a policy that our government even- 
tually adopted. | 


The scientist has refused to produce the 
names first as a matter of conscience, and 
then as a matter of deprivation of the rights 
of free speech, press, assembly, and protec- 
tion against unreasonable search. The com- 
mittee’s conduct seems close to exposure for 
exposure’s sake, which the Supreme Court 
once prohibited. 


Light on Capitoline Hill 


This Seventeenth Olympiad in Rome is real- 
ly the fifteenth of the modern era, since wars 
twice intervened. But it is the intended spirit 
of the games to ignore the effects of politics, 
and on this point the athletes, if not their 
governments, usually do their best. 

The Olympic committee already has accom- 
plished something diplomacy could not, in de- 
termining that the Chinese Nationalists repre- 
sent Taiwan and not all of China. Moreover, 
East and West Germany have been brought to- 
gether in a team, though they could not agree 
on an anthem and played part of Beethoven’s 
Ninth Symphony. The committee also threaded 
through American proposals to add baseball 
to the schedule, and Russian ideas about a 
host of new women’s sports, and rejected 
them all. Judo was added instead. 

No doubt the Russians hope for a second un- 
official “team” victory, but the United States 
cannot complain. It fostered the idea of na- 
tional victories as it won a dozen times. Baron 
Pierre de Coubertin could hardly foresee 


such national rivalries when he revived the ' 


Olympics in 1896. But he was guilty, in a 
way, of fostering a martial spirit. He de- 
signed the modern pentathlon, which requires 
riding, fencing, marksmanship, swimming and 
distance running. The remarkable supposi- 
tion is that the pentathlete is carrying secret 
dispatches through enemy territory, loses his 
horse, fights his way out and is chased by 
water and land. Perhaps it is significant 
that the pentathlon is the least-known of 
Olympic events. 

This week wrestlers will meet under the 


ancient arches of the B¥elica of Maxentius, 


while other competitors meet under Nervi’s 
splendid new dome of reinforced concrete. 
Politics and wars aside, the Olympic torch 
has survived for 64 modern years to be car- 
ried up the Roman way to Capitoline Hill. Al- 
ready the Japanese plan to take it to Tokyo 
in 1964, with a six-month journey of runners 
retracing the path of Marco Polo. No one 
doubts that the flame can survive even that. 


For Want of 4 Votes 


A switch of four votes would have passed 
the Anderson amendment to make medical 
care for the elderly a part of the social securi- 
ty system. The narrowness of the margin 
demonstrates that the plan was beaten in the 
Senate only by the pressures of presidential 
politics, and therefore ought to be reconsid- 
ered in a calmer atmosphere by the next 
Congress. 

President Eisenhower’s announced deter- 
mination to veto any social security plan was 
the key to the result. For though Senators 
Kennedy and Johnson could muster for the 
Anderson plan a Democratic vote of 43 to 19 
—much better than two to one—the certainty 
of a veto held the liberal Republicans in line 
for the Administration. 

In a different climate, free of campaign 
pressures, Senators like Javits, Aiken, Cooper, 
Keating and Smith of Maine might very well 
join Senator Case of New Jersey—the lone 
Republican to support the Democrats this 
time — in applying the social security 
principle. 

Certainly that principle deserves another 
chance, for the bill finally adopted by the 
Senate does not really meet the problem 
which a social security plan would tackle. The 
bill as passed permits the Federal Govern- 
ment to help states finance payments for 
medical care of aged recipients of public as- 
sistance, and of elderly people who are not 
on relief but can pass a means test showing 
them to be medical paupers. Nothing what- 
ever is done about the far larger group of 
people who are ready and willing to finance 
their own medical care after retirement by 
paying for it as social insurance during their 
working lives. 

Not only Senator Kennedy and the liberal 
Democrats support this principle. Gov. Rocke- 
feller supports it. A majority of the nation’s 
governors supports it. For on the whole it 
is the most humane, comprehensive, admin- 
istratively economical and efficient way of 
assuring adequate medical care for retired 
persons not on relief. The American Medical 
Association opposes the plan, and charges 
that it would qualify more persons for medi- 
cal treatment than our doctors and hospitals 
could accommodate. But this is, in effect, 
only a way of saying that if we make it pos- 
sible for elderly people to pay for medical 
care, there won’t be enough to go around. 
The need exists whether it is met by social 
insurance or not. If the supply of doctors 
and hospitals is inadequate to meet the need, 
then the supply should be increased, not the 

need ignored. 


Opportunity for Newcomers 


The great movement of population in, out 
and within St. Louis in recent years may 
have something to do with the fact that 
only slightly more than 300,000 of the city’s 
754,000 inhabitants are registered to vote 
in the November election. 

Some newcomers may never have had the 
chance to vote before; others may not under- 
stand how to go about registering, and still 
others may have neglected to transfer their 
registrations from one St. Louis address to 
another. (This can be handled by listing the 
old and new addresses on a postcard, sign- 
ing it and mailing to the Election Board, 208 
South Twelfth.) 

The Election Board is undertaking to assist 
in every way it can, a most commendable at- 
titude. The statutory deadline for register- 
ing for the Nov. 8 election is Oct. 15, so there 
is less than two months to get all eligibles on 
the rolls. 

Any St. Louis adult who by Nov. 8 will be 
21 years of age, will have been a resident of 
Missouri for a year and of St. Louis for 60 
days, is eligible to help select the nation’s 
next President, Missouri’s next Governor and 
lesser officers. 

The Election Board will run a “field” reg- 
istration in each of the city’s 600 precincts 
on Sept. 16, and its downtown offices will be 
open daily from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. and until 
noon on Saturdays. 

Surely every newcomer to St. Louis wants 
to have a voice in its future. The way to do 
so is to register and then vote. 


Waiting on Judgeships 

The fact that the nation needs more fed- 
eral judges is only a little more evident than 
the probability that Congress will do nothing 
about it. Partisan politics stands in the way. 

Federal court dockets are heavily crowded. 
The current backlog of cases now totals more 
than 70,000. The Judicial Conference of the 
United States urges creation of 54 more po- 
sitions on the federal bench. (There are 242 
district and 68 circuit judgeships.) The last 
time Congress established additional judicial 
posts was in 1954. But congressional Demo- 
crats are resisting a Senate bill to create 25 
new judgeships, and a House bill to create 35, 
because a Republican President would ap- 
point the judges. 

For a time the Democratic leaders feared 
that President Eisenhower might fill the new 
posts with Republicans or with “Eisenhower 
Democrats.” To allay this fear, Attorney 
General Rogers has proposed that the Admin- 
istration divide the new judgeships with the 
Democrats, and clear the Democratic nom- 
inees with the congressional leaders. But 
the Democrats remained wary and refused 
to budge. 

In effect, the Democrats are gambling for 
control of all the new appointments. They 
will have such control if win the presi- 
dential election in November and even if they 
do not, their position on confirming appoint- 
ments will remain about as strong as it is 
now. It is unlikely that the Republicans can 
capture the Senate since the Democrats hold 
66 of the 100 seats and only a third are up 
for election, 

The Republicans have controlled judicial 
appointments for nearly eight years, and the

Since 1956 these dealers 
had been accustomed to a steady 
climb that put each new month’s vol- 
ume ahead of the like month a year 
earlier, In June, 1959, foreign car sales 
reached a record high of 58,000. In 
August, 1959, the new compacts rolled 
down American assembly lines,’ and 
the import slide was under way. 


The descent slowed briefly in Feb- 
ruary and March, but renewed in April, 
when sales for the first time fell be- 
hind the similar month of the previous 
year. It continued in May and accel- 


erated in June, when about 43,000 cars 
were sold, down 15,000 from a year 
earlier. The declines came as American 
cars were selling well, so the import 
share of the total United States market 
dropped from 12.7 per cent last De- 
cember to under 7 per cent in June. 

United States auto makers, driven to 
compacts by earlier import successes, 
believe foreign car sales will drop 
this year to under 500,000 cars from 
more than 600,000 in 1959, and will keep 
falling. ? 

While importers and their dealers 
complain, their customers are reaping 
benefits. Inventories of unsold foreign 
cars climbed to an estimated 132,008 
in July—better than a three-month sup- 
ply at the current sales rate. A 30- 
day stock would be plenty in a de- 
clining market. The pressure has in- 
duced Renault, Fiat, Borgward, Volvo, 
Opel, Vauxhall and Goggomobil to 
slash most United States prices be- 
tween $50 and $300, 

To try to stimulate demand, Swe- 
den’s Volvo brought out a _ lower- 
horsepower model to sell for less than 
$2000. The Italian Moretti, a largely 
hand-built model that tried to enter 
the United States market at prices of 
more than $3000, now may be had from 
a New York dealer for any offer of 
more than $1400. And used car re- 
sale prices, earlier the 
strength, have finally fallen. 

A Midwest dealer sums up the situ- 
ation: ‘‘We’ve got to face it. We used 
to be a little snobbish with our custom- 
ers. Now we've got to get out and sell 
our cars.”

Upon One’s 
Mental Attitude

MARKETING IS a necessary 
chore for every homemaker — a 
pleasant and even exciting ex- 
perience for some. The deciding 
factor, of course, is a matter of 
attitude. 


One way to turn the task into 
fun is to adventure a bit and 
become familiar with everything 
the markets have to offer. Some 
you will like, some you won't, 
since food preferences are s0 
highly individual. But if only a 
small percentage of unfamiliar 
items become family favorites, 
it’s a move in the right direc- 
tion of defeating that old buga- 
boo, menu monotony. 


Right now there are two foods 
with which you might start your 
exploring. If you ponder what 
to serve for meatless meals, try 
scallops. These seafood deli- 
cacies are not too well known in 
many homes, but you will be 
seeing a great many more of 
them in the future. 


They are in abundant supply, 
and the discovery of new beds 
off the Florida coast will permit 
greater distribution of - scallops 
to the Midwest. These new beds, 
reported to be the largest ever 
found, are off the east coast of 
Florida, just up from Cape 
Canaveral. 


For the second stop on your 
exploration trip, pause at the 
fruit department and consider 
the “‘specialty melons” now com- 
ing in from California and Ari- 
zona. These include the honey- 
dew, Persian, cranshaw and 
casaba melons. We are recom- 
mending them on a change-of- 
pace basis rather than as a 
plentiful item or a good buy, 
since they are not that abundant 
or inexpensive, but they do offer 
the variety most of us are seek- 
ing at the end of the summer 
season. 


(Candidates for the budget- 
buy list include cantaloupes and 
watermelons, both of which are 
plentiful and cheap.) 


While we are on this subject 
of interest - through - variety,- on 
this week’s trip to the market 
linger awhile before the bread 
displays. You may be surprised 
to find that it has been a long 
time since you served some of 
them—perhaps cinnamon, whole 
wheat, poppyseed buns or onion 
rolls, 

In short, if you are a little 
bored with the meals you have 
been serving lately (and the end 
of summer is a time when you 
may well be) the answer could 
be as simple as taking a new 
look at the offerings of your fa- 
vorite food store. 


AT THE MEAT counters, look 
for attractive prices on beef 
with special emphasis on the 
forequarter cuts. Chuck roast 
should be a real value, and 
don’t overlook the possibilities 
of versatile ground beef. 

There is little change in the 
pork situation; lamb continues 
t6 be offered at prices which put 
it within the reach of the aver- 
age pocketbook. 

Broiler-fryers still rate as an 
excellent investment in protein 
foods. Medium-sized eggs are 
becoming a better value than 
the large ones. 


THE LOCALLY GROWN can- 
taloupes and watermelons men- 
tioned above are among the best 
fruit buys this week. 


Peaches are still abundant, 
with shipments coming in from 
several states. There is a wide 
variation in quality and condi- 
tion, with prices ranging from 
low to moderate. Blueberries 
are available at the lowest 
prices of the season. 


Apples continue to rate as a 
“good buy’”;. take your choice 
of Wealthies, Greenings, Cham- 
pions or initial light supplies of 
Jonathans from southern Mis- 


souri.

priced, As California plums near 
the end of their season, Italian 
plums are here from Idaho, with 
shipments expected from Michi- 
gan.

MOSCOW, Aug. 25 (AP)—So- 
viet scientists are exploring the 
possibility of prolonging naviga- 
tiou on the Dnieper and Volga 
rivers, now icebound three or 
four months a year, by pumping 
in warmer water from the depths 
of man-made lakes.

1959 CANCER DEATHS 
NN STATE. AT RECORD 


_ JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 25 
(UPI)—Cancer deaths in Mis- 
souri reached record high in 
1959, Dr. H. M. Hardwicke, act- 
ing director of the State Divi- 


sion of Health reported yester- 
day. 


During the period, 7383 Mis- 
sourians died, according to an 
analysis made by the American 
Cancer Society. The toll included 
3933 males and 3450 females. 

Lung cancer took the highest 
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toll—874 victims. There were 130 
more deaths from: this cause 
last year than in 1958. There 
were 151 women who suffered 
fatal lung cancer. Breast can- 
cer took the lives of 594 women. 
Cancer of the prostate was the 
second highest cause of male 
deaths and took a toll of 402, 


Uterine cancer caused the deaths 
of 450 women, Har@wicke said. 

Cancer of the large intestine 
was third in the cause of deaths 


with 344 men and 427 women 


suffering this disease. Leukemia 
claimed 345 victims, 


Hardwicke reported the largest | 


percentage of the cancer vic- 
tims were between the dges of 
65 and 69 with 1108 listed in this 
agegroup. However, 965 victims 
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of 50. 

Cancer also continued to be 
the leading cause of death of 
children under 15, Hardwicke 
said. Fifty-five of the 95 chil- 
dren’s deaths were caused by 
leukemia.

Congress passed a compromise 
bill to increase acreage limita- 
tions on federal land leased for 
petroleum drilling. 


A conference committee report 
ironing out differences between 
House and Senate versions of the 
measure was approved by the 
Senate and sent to the White 
House yesterday. 

The present law limits leases 
of federal land to 46,000 acres 
in any one state, but permits the 
holding of options aggregating 
200,000 acres. Under the new 
bill, one operator could consoli- 
date or hold up to 246,000 acres 
either by lease or option. The 
total for Alaska would be set at 
300,000 acres. 

The bill would increase mini- 
mum rental on leases from the 
present 25 cents an acre to 50 
cents. 

The House yesterday passed 
a series of bills designed to ease 
or clarify items in the United 
States tax code. 

Among the measures, which 
now go to the Senate, are pro- 
posals to: 

Require only one payment of 
the $54 retail liquor dealer tax 
from a state or subdivision op- 
erating liquor stores, no matter 
how many separate outlets are 
operated, 

Extend the extra limit on in- 
come tax deduction for certain 
charities to include donations to 
trusts or foundations which turn 
over their income to eligible 
charities. 

Clarify the rules under which 
manufacturers may treat the 
cost of co-operative advertising 
with retailers, in determining 
the sales price on which manu- 
facturers’ tax rates are based. 

Allow automobile clubs and 
similar service organizations to 
spread, for tax purposes, income 
from prepaid dues over the pe- 
riod covered by the dues. 


ARMY DEFENDS ITS TANKS 
AGAINST GAO CRITICISM 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (AP)— 
The Army yesterday renewed its 
controversy with the General Ac- 
counting Office over the quality 
of its tanks. 

It accused the fiscal watchdog 
agency, which charged serious 
tank deficiencies, with trying to 
maneuver the Army into “fa se- 
ries of semantic sand traps.” 

Lt. Gen. J. H. Hinrichs, chief | 
of ordnance, used that phrase 
at a House subcommittee hear- | 
ing. He insisted that the M-48y 
and M-~48Al tanks “are good 
fightable tanks and not, as al- 
leged by the GAO, ‘seriously de- 
fective vehicles,’ ’’ The argument 
is over a GAO check of perform- 
ance and breakdown records on 
tanks at one Marine and two 
Army locations, kept secret for 
security purposes. GAO said its 
study of the records indicated | 
that many of the tanks might 
quickly become useless in com- | 
bat. The tank series, while not 
the latest, includes the bulk of 
those now in use.

president Giulio Onesti made a 


short welcoming speech and then | 


newly- re-elected International 
Olympic Committee president 
Avery Brundage of Chicago in- 
vited Gronchi to declare the 
Games open. 


On the heels of Gronchi’s sol- 
emn intonation, eight Italian ath- 
letes escorted by four sailors 
bore in the white five-ringed 
Olympic flag. Solemnly it was 
hoisted slowly to the top of the 
flagpole while the choir of the 
National Academy of Santa Ce- 
cilia, accompanied by the famed 
caribinieri, sang the Olympic 
hymn. 

Greek Carries Torch. 


Then three salvos of cannon 
fire thundered and hundreds of 
doves were released into the air 
to signal the arrival of the 
Olympic flame from Greece. 
Bearing it high as he ran around 
the track was Gian Francoperis, 
a 19$year-old student from Ci- 
vitavecchia, a coastal city north 
of Rome, The bells of Rome 
sent their peals rolling through 
the valleys as the young man 
mounted the podium and fired 
the huge brazier in which the 
flame will burn brightly until 
the games end. 


“Flags forward!” came the 
command which sent the flag- 
bearers into a ring around the 
rostrum. Then, as a hush fell 
over the throng, 1948 discus 
champion Adolfo Consolini of 
Italy delivered the Olympic oath: 


“In the name of all competi- 
tors I swear that we will take 
part in these Olympic Games, re- 
specting and abiding by the rules 
which govern them, in the true 
spirit of sportsmanship, for the 
glory of sport and the honor of 
our country.” 


The playing of the Italian na- 
tional anthem ended the cere- 
mony, The Games, founded origi- 
nally in ancient Greece to cele- 
brate victory in war and revived 
to promote peace and under- 
standing, were open. 

The ceremony set off an ath- 
letic struggle which will last un- 
til Sept. 11. Competition started 
tonight in baxing and water polo 
but full-scale action of the 
Games will not come until to- 
morrow when basketball, box- 
ing, canoeing, cycling, field 
hockey, the modern pentathion, 
soccer, swimming, water polo 


| and wrestling begin. 


The kingpin of the Games— 
track and field—starts Wednes- 
day and the last of the 18 sports 
to be contested, equestrian, gym- 
nastics, weightlifting and shoot- 
ing, begins the week of Sept. 4.

Citing the Example 
Of Nathan Hale 


THE TALK AT A PARTY last weekend was divided 
among heavy thinkers discussing the national peril, crab 
grass, and the late-late movie fans spilling all they had 
learned about espionage from watching Cary Grant movies. 
One man.finally took over 
the convérsation because 
he was socially gifted, He 
could talk louder than 
anyone else. 

The man said, “I won- 
der if history teachers still 
tell the tykes about Na- 
than Hale. You all re- 
member Nathan Hale, 
don’t you? By reputation, 
I mean. He is dead now 
because the British hanged 
him as an American spy 
in 1776 when he was 
caught out of uniform be- 
hind their lines, threaten- 
ing their security. 

“The British didn’t 
make a show of the event. 
They caught a spy fair 
and square and they had 
to hang him. Hale knew 

JACK RICE he had to hang. There 
wouldn’t be any publicity value in a trial and both Hale and 
the British understood he’d hang just as fairly without a trial 
as he would with one. 

“Before he was hanged the British allowed Hale the cus- 
tomary last words. They hoped he was a gentleman and 
would be brief about it. He said ‘My only regret is that I 
have but one life to give for my country’.” 

The man paused. He looked around, counting the grins 
in the room. 


“Those are the words and don’t debunk them,” he 
said, “although I will admit Hale’s line is embarrassingly 
corny by today’s standards. I think you must forgive 
Hale, though. He was young; he was only 21. He was 
a captain but he did not have the opportunities for so- 
phistication that the average high school freshman enjoys 
today. Hale was a product of his times and couldn’t help 
himself. I guess you’d have to call him a patriot.” 


Another man said, ‘“‘Mister, are you backing into a com- 
parison of Nathan Hale and Francis Powers, the U-2 pilot?” 

“No; I wouldn’t trust myself to compare them. 

“T know the Continental army didn’t have so many Nathan 
Hales that the British lost the war because they couldn’t find 
enough trees to hang ’em all. By the same reckoning, I know 
the country has fewer trees now and I suspect it has fewer 
Nathan Hales, too, and I am glad we do not have to fight 
the modern British for our independence. They’re a tired 
Empire but they’ve been poor so long they’ve learned to be 
tough again. 

“I wouldn’t make a comparison because as I recall the 
story, Hale tried a bluff. He knew he had to bluff because 
the Continental army wouldn’t admit it had heard of him 
and expected him to say as much for the Continental army, 
when the British asked what it was up to. 

“Now an American today, on horseback or in an air- 
plane, might be tempted to say he is a prankster, that his 
boyhood ideal was Wrong-Way Corrigan and he decided to 
buzz Russia and sell his memoirs, if any, to Life magazine. 
I mean an American might have been tempted, until recently. 
I don’t see how he could be now because he has no way of 
being sure the Government will back him up and lie like a 
gentleman, too. I guess that’s the penalty adventuresome 
youth must pay. 


“The only thanks I can give is that the Russians 
didn’t have a smart Madison avenue man running the 
Powers trial. He’d have seen to it that Powers was set 
free. The Russians lost a chance to show the world what 
a combination of confidence and contempt can do.” 


A young man said belligerently, ‘I’m Nathan Hale’s age, 
21, and I say Powers played it smart, like I would. In this 
world, man, you save yourself first.” 

The loud talker suddenly looked tired. He said softly, 
“That's what I mean. We don’t even talk a good game any 
more.”’

That’s exactly what Associated 
Press newsfeatures writer Saul 
Pett does in this story, one of 
a series on great cities of the 
world,

NEW YORK, Aug. 25 (AP). 

AS PETER STUYVESANT 
said to the Indian maiden, ‘‘Some 
day, baby, I'll buy you this 
town.”’ 

Three hundred odd years later, 
New York, N.Y., still does that 
to people. It remains the capital 
of the big promise, the big po- 
tential, big deal, big dream. 

This is the secret of the town’s 
special excitement, the feeling 
that sométhing big could happen 
to you any moment. A man is as 
big as his anticipation, however 
vague. In New York, you're al- 
ways anticipating. 

If you don’t feel it, you’re a 
tourist. Catch a few shows, have 
a brief ball, but go back where 
you came from, where you'll 
probably live longer, anyway, 
but who calls that living? 

For years I’ve been coming to 
the same office building every 
morning. And every evening, I 
come out on the sidewalk to the 
same surprise. Someone sudden- 
ly has turned on the night. The 
sky is dark and the buildings are 
bouncing with light, and every- 
thing, in the first look at a 
Manhattan evening, seems ad- 
venturesome and mysterious. 

There is an unspoken magic, 
a lure, an invitation, and all 
things seem possible. And, as 
always, there is the excitement 
of motion of secretaries scurry- 
ing down the street, rushing 
home to dress, the excitement 
of a town getting up to go some- 
where—the promise of a big 
evening. 

Maybe you're not actually go- 
ing anywhere, maybe you’re just 
plunging into a hot, impossibly 
crowded subway or dragging 
along on a commuter train. But

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Skyline of lower Manhattan from Staten Island ferry. 


first look at evening, you haven’t 
felt drab, and that’s a consid- 
erable thing to say for any town. 

Maybe we New Yorkers don’t 
see as many shows or catch as 
many concerts and art exhibits 
as you visiting foreigners do 
here. Maybe we don’t visit the 
Statue of Liberty more than 
once or take in the view from 
the Empire State or ride a 
hansom cab through Central 
Park. Maybe not, but we know 
they’re there, and that is a spe- 
cial feeling. 

Sure, this town is frenetic 
and the pavements steam like 
a- packed Turkish bath in sum- 
mer and a one-inch snowfall 
can tie up the whole place in 
winter and the traffic is ulcer- 
ous and commuting a drag and 
the prices are murderous and 
we lost two out of three ball 
clubs and stickball has been 
replaced by a new sport called 
mugging or felonious assault 
and Mike Quill threatens to 
stop the subways New Year’s 
eve or a strike of tugboats 
could cut off the island’s food 
or the Hungarians are raising 
a ruckus in front of the Rus- 
sian consulate but this town 
is always in crisis and we’re 
used to it.

IT IS CERTAINLY not rare for 
declarer to find himself playing 
a contract which, on the sur- 
face, appears destined to go 
down. (This situation, strangely 
enough, arises more often with 
some players than others). But 


the very imminence of defeat 
should spark declarer into mak- 
ing plans to overcome the prob- 
able result. 

For example, take this hand 
where South is in four spades 
and gets a heart lead. He sees 
there are two hearts and a dia- 
mond to be lost, and one, pos- 
sibly two, spade losers. Of 
course, he may lose no spade 
tricks, but this would require 
either defender to have been 
dealt the Q-J alone, hardly a 
likely event.

Fix It Yourself By Hubbard Cobb 


ONE OF THE BEST pieces of 
advice we can give anyone who 


plans to buy or rent a home is 
to test the walls and floors of 
the dwelling to find out how 
resistant they are to the passage 
of sound, 

Many of the structures being 
built today, and this goes for 
houses as well as apartments, 
have paper thin walls and ceil- 
ings. These are perfectly solid 
but they can let every little sound 
pass right through them. Lack 
of proper sound control is bad 
enough in your own home, but 
it’s even worse in an apartment 
where it’s difficult if not im- 
possible to get the neighbors 
above you or adjoining you to 
be more quiet. 

It’s perfectly possible to build 
a modern structure and make the 
walls and ceilings resistant to 
the passage of sound and this is 
not difficult or expensive when 
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the building is going up. Trying 
to do the job when it is finished 
is virtually impossible for it re- 
quires structural changes. The 
reduction of sound transmission 
must take place in the area where 
the sound occurs. That means 
that if you have a noisy neighbor, 
soundproofing materials must be 
installed in his, rather than your 
area, and that’s just about im- 
possible. The only other thing 
to do would be to rip the ceilings 
and walls apart and install in- 
sulation and similar sound con- 
trolling materials and that could 
mean a tremendous expense. 


They'll Do It Every Time 


So check walls and floors to 
see how quiet your home is go- 
ing to be before you sign any 
papers. If it’s a private house, 
it’s easy enough to make these 
tests simply by walking across 
floors and talking in a loud voice 
in rooms with the door closed 
and someone listening in the ad- 
joing room. If you plan to rent, 
visit the dwelling in the evening 
when the neighbors will be home 
to see if you can hear them 
walking across the floor above 
or hear their voices through the 
walls,

Jim Bishop 
His Home Town Is 
A Seaside Resort 


“WHAT KIND OF A TOWN do you live in?” 

This seems to be of enormous interest to readers every- 
where. So many ask: “Where is it? ‘What is it like?” 
Mine is a small place called Sea Bright, N.J. Population: 
| 2. 1023. It is one of the most 
‘1 naturally beautiful resorts 
+ I have ever seen. 

There is a finger of 
land running north and 
south on the edge of the 
Atlantic ocean. It is 
called Sandy Hook. It 
guards the southern ap- 
proach to New York har- 
bor. Twenty-five miles 
north by water (48 by 
land) is Manhattan. On 
the second knuckle of this 
finger is Sea Bright. On 
the first knuckle is Fort 
Hancock. 

On one side of it is the 
sea. Behind it is the swift- 
running Shrewsbury river. 
Sea Bright is so narrow 
that, for most of its four- 
mile length, it has but 
one street. Ocean avenue, 
what else? There is an 11-foot-high stone wall along the 
sand dunes. This keeps the sea out when the tides are 
high and the wind and the moon are in phase. 
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JIM BISHOP 


The other side of the road is dotted with homes. 
Most of them are big and were built by the rich 
in the early part of the century. They have sweeping 
porches and they sit fat and old, facing whatever 
the sea has to offer, picking up the dawn rays of 
the sun in their blind windows. 


The village is about four feet above sea level. Long 
ago, the Indians called it Nauvoo, which means bright sea. 
After the Battle of Monmouth, the British retreated this way 
and fled on ships anchored in Sandy Hook Bay. One of 
their sloops foundered in a storm. It had 100,000 pounds 
sterling aboard and, in the 1930s, a little girl digging in 
the sand came up with six gold coins in the image of 
George III. 

In 1870, Swedish fishermen began to use Sea Bright 
in their work. It was a long, lumpy sandy bar and, to get 
out to sea, they put their boats on rollers and pulled them 
up out of the Shrewsbury and across the dunes to the big 
green breakers. This saved eight miles of down-river travel. 

In the same year, a man built a house in Sea Bright. 
However, the big northeasters in winter made him quit 
after a while, and he put his house on barges and floated 
it across to the other side of the river. That town is called 
Rumson and, before the ranch houses came into vogue, 
it was a place of beautiful estates, matched carriage horses, 
and Irish maids in white uniforms and puffy caps. 

Still others came to Sea Bright. The Swedes made the 
village and they rolled their two-man dories through the 
surf at dawn and, if the blues were running good, the 
Swedes lived good. If the fish were away, the Swedes owed 
everybody all winter. 

The village had a sand-scoured look and, in the 1880s 
and 1890s, big hotels were built in the main part of the 
village. President James A. Garfield owned a place two 
miles down the road, and Diamond Jim Brady and Jim 
Fisk had showplaces, too. 

Sea Bright Lawn Tennis came into vogue and a broker- 
age office was set up at the beach. Beautiful women in huge 
hats strolled the beach in foaming skirts. Rich men in sports 
shoes sat on camp stools and drew on black cigars and talked 
about the market. The village had money; it despised the 
rich tourists, but it took their cash. 


In the 1920s Prohibition came to Sea Bright and 
the fishermen began to put airplane engines in their 
dories. They fled to sea in fog, and came back laden 
with scotch and rye. There were stills in some of the 
big houses and, late at night, big trucks pulled away, 
loaded with liquor and cash to pay off policemen on 
the way to New York. 


For a time, the village died. It became sun-bleached and 
the fishing died off and the second generation Swedes took 
jobs on road construction gangs. The Axelsens remained. So 
did the Thompsons, the Fowlers, the Ryans, the Perottis, the 
Keenans, the Bowsers, and some of the Negro people who 
used to work in the big hotels. 

Recently, the Garden State Parkway was built. Suddenly, 
Sea Bright was only 70 minutes from Times Square, and beau- 
tiful motels began to go up on sand. The Ship Ahoy, the Shore 
Hills, Keeler’s Guest House, the Sea Bright Motel—even the 
old Peninsula House began to come to life. Harry’s Lobster 
House, Fox Food Town, the Driftwood, all began to do big 
business. 

Boats and marinas dot the river. All summer long, Ocean 
avenue is choked with traffic. In the winter, the village is 
quiet and, on stormy nights, salt brine crackles blue in the 
electric wires and the slow pulse'of the sea hits the sand 
with thunder. 

It isn’t exciting. But it’s my town...

Alcoholic’s Excuses 


THE QUESTION continues: “What is an alcoholic?” Or 
readers describe someone and then ask, “Is he or she an 
alcoholic?’ . 

Too often I have to reply that I don’t know. I don’t 
know how to define an alcoholic, except to say that it is a 
person whose life is being interfered with by alcohol—and 
the person in most cases refuses to realize it. 

An alcoholic doesn’t have to be a shambling drunk. In- 
deed, the National Council on Alcoholism has estimated that 
97 per cent of America’s alcoholics on the surface appear to 
be “normal.” They go to work every day—or practically 
every day. They keep their shoes shined and their hair 
combed. They are often charming, and usually intelligent. 
Yet somewhere along the line they have begun to depend on 
liquor. 

Some feel that they just can’t get through the day 
without having three or four cocktails for lunch. 
Some persuade themselves that they have to “relax” 
every night and have to do the relaxing with alcohol. 
Some think that they have to have both. 


In short, an alcoholic will use all sorts of excuses, plausi- 
ble or implausible, to “explain’’ why he “needs” alcohol. 
But if you try to argue the matter with him, he will usually 
take the opposite position. If you say he has become a 
alave to alcohol, he’ll say he doesn’t need it or depend on it, 
end can quit any time he wants to—but he doesn’t want to. 
That’s how illogical a good many alcoholics are. It doesn’t 
do much good to argue with them. They generally have to 
find out for themselves, the hard way, that alcohol has taken 
charge of their lives, and the only answer is to quit. 


For the answer to the problem, I know of nothing that 
will do better than Alcoholics Anonymous, once the drinker 
admits he needs help.

SOME PEOPLE do not like 
pictures of the early 1900s and 
they do not like children, dogs, 
apple pie and baseball, either. 
These people are dangerously 
close to being un-American and 
should be sentenced to the Smith- 
sonian Institution for a period 
of rehabilitation. They also could 
take the cure from a photo al- 
bum of pictures by Garnett Pal- 
frey. 

Palfréy is a St. Louis com- 
mercial photographer and has 
been one for more than 60 vears. 
He still is available to photo- 
graph the modern scene but a 
man can see all the contempo- 
rary sights he wants, while 
sitting by the hour on the Ex- 
press Highway, the world’s long- 
est parking lot. What I like to 
see is the long-ago sights and 
Palfrey’s album is rewarding 
that way. 

The album contains pictures 
he made, roughly, between 1904 
and 1908. He has bustles, bal- 
loons and streets jammed with 
horses and carriages, in the pic- 
tures. He has scenes of Market 
street when the bums there were 
mostly young and vigorous and 
up to no good, hanging around 
Market street because they 
wanted to be there, not because 
it was a last resort for the un- 
wanted. He has a picture of 
Rube Waddell, baseball’s crazi- 
est greatest lefthander, sitting 
beside Palfrey, the boy photog- 
rapher. 

The photographer handed me 
a business card. It read: 

Compliments of 
GARNETT E. PALFREY 
The Taft Photographer 

That is a nice card. Mavbe a 
little dated, though. Bob Taft is 
dead and he never quite made 
it to the presidency. 

“Notice the telephone ‘num- 
ber,” Palfrey said. 

The telephone number was 
OLive 810. I didn’t know the tele- 
phone company ever was in the 
low-number racket. 

“That refers to William How- 
ard Taft,” Palfrey said. ‘‘Open 
the card. ‘It’s older than you 
think.” 

Inside the card were two pic- 
tures of William Howard, the 
Taft who did make the presi- 
dency. Taft is standing in an 
open carriage. He is smiling. 
Taft was one of the best smilers 
the country ever had for Presi- 
dent. When Taft smiled the ends 
of his mustache turned up an 
extra half-inch. 7 

Taft came through St. Louis in 
the fall of 1908, campaigning for 
the presidency. He rode down 
Market street, waving his slouch 
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Here is Palfrey's favorite baseball picture; he's seated next 
to RUBE WADDELL, the great lefthander. 


hat, smiling, looking every stout 
and sturdy inch of him like a 
man fit to pick up Teddy Roose- 
velt’s soft talk and big stick. 
Standing in Market street, his 
4-by-5 Hawkeye box camera in 
his hands, young Palfrey aimed 
and pressed the shutter release. 
The conditions were perfect. The 
day was overcast but bright. The 
natural light, the only light a 
snapshot cameraman had, was 
good. 


The horses were moving slow- 
ly, the streetcar in the back- 
ground wasn’t moving at all, 
and Taft was between waves, 
just holding his hat in the air. 
Palfrey had a picture without 
blurs, the only picture news edi- 
tors would accept then. Blurs 
were not yet considered arty. 


The other picture on the call- 
ing card shows Palfrey stand- 
ing before Taft’s box at 
Sportsman’s Park. Taft had 
seen a clipping in a St. Louis 
paper of the picture Palfrey 
took and one of the first things 
Taft did as President-elect was 
make a_ celebrated photog- 
rapher of Palfrey. Taft de- 
clared the snapshot was the 
best ever taken of him and he 
was in the market for an en- 
larged copy of it. His brother 
joined him in the market. Gen- 
erals joined him. A cabinet 
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from Palfrey's album of old St. Louts that there really 
was a HEiINieGaBUBELer'S. 


member joined. Palfrey had a 
fine market going in Taft pic- 
tures, at $10 a copy. The Tafts 
set the price. 

Taft was good publicity for 
Palfrey and the Taft picture is 
framed and prominent in Pal- 
frey’s home. The Taft picture is 
not as large, however, as the 
picture Palfrey set up, himself 
seated next to Waddell. There 
have been many Presidents since 
Taft, but there never has been 
another Rube Waddell. Baseball 
could use another Waddell. So 
could the saloonkeepers. 


Waddell had everything, includ- 
ing the gift he needed most, Con- 
nie Mack’s patience. Mack be- 
lieved Waddell could be the 
greatest lefthander ever and 
Waddell believed it, too, but he 
didn’t share Mack’s feeling of 
urgency about proving it. Wad- 
dell was sent away from Mack’s 
Philadelphia Athletics, to the 
Browns. He pitched three years 
for the Browns and was seen no 
more in the major leagues. 

Every man needs one enduring 
baseball hero to keep himself 
young in heart, so Palfrey photo- 
graphed himself with Waddell 
during a spring training trip. 
Silly as it sounds now, once upon 
a time professional baseball 
clubs wanted and needed and 
scrounged for publicity, and 
Palfrey was present during those 
times. The St. Louis clubs paid 
his expenses at their training 
camps and he made pictures of 
the heroes and sold them to the 
St. Louis papers. To this day, 
Palfrey cannot think of a better 
way to earn a living. 

He was free-lancing when he 
covered the baseball camps. 
He had worked on four, or 
maybe it was five, St. Louis 
newspapers and satisfied him- 
self the proposition was the 
Same everywhere: he could 
make more money on the side 
than he could on the news- 
paper. He went into business 
for himself but he continued 
doing news photography for 
the highest bidder, mostly for 


hired full-time by a St. Louis 

newspaper. 

Palfrey was hired by the Post- 
Dispatch. Palfrey says the year 
was 1900 or 1901, but John Ed- 
ward Wray, the retired sports 
editor of the Post-Dispatch, says 
Palfrey was hired in 1899. No 
man in his right mind argues 
with Mr. Wray about the date 
of an event. Palfrey is suspect 
on dates; his business card of 
long ago listed the Taft photo- 
graph as 1910, but a letter from 
Taft stated the picture was made 
in 1908. 

“The pay was $12.50 a week,” 
Palfrey said, grinning. ‘Not 
enough.” He remembered that 


easily, without an assist from 
his friend Wray. 

“I was the only photographer 
on the Post, and I was the only 
staff photographer on a news- 
paper in town,” Palfrey said. 
“While I was still a newspaper 
photographer there was a young 
artist here, George McManus. 
He died a millionaire not long 
ago. He thought up ‘Maggie and 
Jiggs,” you know. George was 
a fine man but I remember a 
little failing he had and I 
wasn’t surprised when he died 
rich. 

“We'd go into a place for a 
drink after work, three or four 
of us, and when the bill came 
around, George never was in 
sight. He’d just left. But he was 
a fine fellow and his company 
was worth the price of his beer.” 

Palfrey was flipping the pages 
of his album. He flipped the 
page to a sight of Washington 
University’s Francis Field, filled 
with a crowd around a balloon. 
The balloon resembled a whale 
trying to cure a thyroid condi- 
tion with a too-tight corset, but 
neither the corset—it supported 
the gondola—nor the crowd was 
my interest. The background 
was the awesome sight. Palfrey 
had climbed something, probably 
a hangar roof, to get a compre- 
hensive view and in the back- 
ground, where University City 
and Clayton now sprawl, there 
was nothing. Nothing but trees 
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and fields. The unfamiliar view 
of familiar territory could not 
have been more startling if Pal- 
frey’s camera, sighted on the 
scene 56 years ago, had caught 
the woods full of Indians. 

Palfrey now lives with his wife 
in an apartment on Wydown 
boulevard in Clayton, part of the 
open country that was behind the 
balloons when he photographed 
them. The Palfreys have a son, 
Garnett Palfrey Jr., and he is a 
photographer, too. The senior 
Palfrey thought a moment and 
decided the similarity of father 
and son began and closed with 
photography. 

“I’m about 5-5 and weigh 135 
or so,” the elder Palfrey said. 
‘My son is closer to six feet and 
he weighs about 170. I believe 
he looks like a Democratic poli- 
tician.”’ 

Getting back to the album, 
Palfrey turned a page and said, 
“There is downtown St. Louis 
when it really bustled.’’ He did 
not intend to pun but, looking at 
the women in his crowd scene 
of downtown St. Louis 55 years 
ago, it was plain enough that in 
the early 1900s two women side- 
by-side made a crowd. Back-to- 
back they made a roadblock. 

Palfrey turned the pages in 
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his album, scenes of the World’s 
Fair under construction; of an 
ancient gambling hell; of an 
aviator in a derby hat and 
starched shirt; of Teddy Roose- 
velt grinning like a_ well-fed 
grizzly bear and his wife beside 
him, smiling much better be- 
cause she didn’t have her hus- 
band’s way of putting her teeth 
into it; of a civic leader, seated 
in a carriage with two Japa- 
nese admirals, and the civic 
leader: covering his face with 
his hands as though he had seen 
all the toothy grins he could take 
for one day. 

The photographer paused at a 
page. He handed me a magni- 
flying glass. The glass not not 
necessary to read the principal 
signs.

All Quiet in London 


LONDON, Aug. 25. 

WE HAD A COMFORTABLE FLIGHT from New York on 
Monday and on hand to greet me and Miss Corr here were 
Henry Morgenthau III, Diana Michaelis and Paul Noble, all 
from the educational TV team in Boston. 

Inevitably the BBC was set up on my arrival and re- 
quested a short interview. These interviews are always 
promised to take ‘‘just a minute.” But something usually 
goes wrong either with the photography or the sound and 
they usually consume at least half an hour. 


I seemed to be told on all sides that London is 
quiet at this season, ‘“‘No one who is anyone” is to 
be found in the city, they said, everyone is on holiday. 
The airport seemed to be fairly busy, however, 
though I will admit that our flight was not crowded, 
and I gather that few are coming this way. There 
seem to be enough people here, however, to make 
it worthwhile to keep most of the shops open and 
many of the theaters are playing to full houses. 


One’s impression as one looks at the city is of greater 
prosperity. Remembering the scene immediately after World 
War II, it seems astonishing what has been done in such a 
short time. 

We drove part way around Grosvenor Square in coming 
in and I had a glimpse of the new American Embassy build- 
ing. It made the same bad impression on me that I registered 
a year ago last April when I was here. It is now nearly 
finished and I only pray that when I see it in daylight I will 
like it better than I did in the dim evening light. 


As I look at the new building I can only think of 
a Swedish apartment house minus its balconies— 
and the balconies with their flowers are the only 
things that make a Swedish apartment house bearable. 
To build such a building, which is more or less in 
keeping with its environment in Sweden, on the whole 
of one side of Grosvenor Square seems to me as in- 
appropriate as it can possibly be.

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The Martini--Do You Shake or Stir? 


By Hoyt Alden 


IT WAS BOUND to happen 
sooner or later. A young wife 
wants us to settle an argument 
between her and her husband as 
to the proper way to mix a mar- 
tini. They had a party. She 
mixed the martinis. He said... 
and you know the rest. 

We'll start off by saying this 
is one controversy we refuse to 
be drawn into. Anyone who sets 
himself up as an authority on 
the martini is setting himself up 
as a target. A sitting duck. He’ll 
be getting nasty letters from 
every self-styled martini expert 
in the country, and there are a 
lot of them. Some feel so strong- 
ly on the matter that after two 
or three made to their own reci- 
pes they’ll fight about it. They’ll 
fight about anything, for that 
matter. 


Just to give you an example, 
I’ve been browsing through some 
literature on the subject, all 
written, you understand, by au- 
thorities. 

“You don’t,” writes one of 
them, “shake a martini. When 
you shake it to cool it, you fill 
it with air. You ‘might as well 
make it with soda. That would 
put plenty of air in it, and you 
wouldn’t need to work so hard.” 
Soda and air, he went on to say, 
are all gases of a sort, ‘‘and 
equally bad in a martini.” 

Now we turn to another ex- 
pert, who writes as follows: 

“It must have been at least 
25 years ago that some Satan- 
inspired idiot advanced and pop- 
ularized the idea that a martini 
should not be shaken, but mere- 
ly stirred with ice, ‘for fear of 
bruising the gin,’ whatever that 
may mean. The result of this 
criminal procedure is that the 
cocktail, as prepared today, is 
flat and uninspiring because it 
entirely lacks the air that shak- 
ing beats into it.” 


THAT’S JUST ONE aspect of 
martini making — the shaking 
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Anyone who sets himself up as an authority on the martini is 
setting himself up as a target. 


aspect. There’s also the matter 
of proportions. That can lead 
to bloodshed. I can just see the 
expressions on the faces of some 
of the six and eight-to-one boys 
when they read this: ‘The 
present usage is to decrease the 
quantity of vermouth until; the 
average so-called martini is just 
a slug of iced gin that has been 
allowed to smell the cork of 
the vermouth bottle. Let us go 
back a half century and make a 
dry martini. Into a shaker we 
put gin*and vermouth of equal 
parts, add the ice and shake 
well; serve the result with a 
green olive in the glass and tiny 
twist of lemon peel on top.” 
Equal parts? Well, here’s a 


quote from another gourmet 
who also speaks with - great 
air of authority: 


“Mix two parts of gin with 
one part of imported Noilly 
Pratt vermouth. Stir with ice 
and pour into glasses containing 
a small. olive which has been 
washed for two hours in run- 
ning water to get rid of the 
salt. This is the drink people try 
to imitate by using 10 parts of 
gin to one part of ‘French type’ 
vermouth.” 


THAT GIVES YOU an idea 
of how feeling runs on the sub- 
ject of the martini. And, al- 
though we have our own ideas, 
we don’t care to engage in the 


combat. We would suggest to 
the young couple that they try 
different combinations and 
pretty soon they'll find one they 
can agree on. If they can just 
remember the proportions. 


WELL, WE WROTE the other 
day on the subject of potato 


salad, and apparently there’s a 
subject as controversial as the 


martini. Mrs. W. H. Scheer, of 
Glencoe, Mo., writes: ‘‘Some- 


times I shake my head at the 
recipes your print.” Then she 
proceeds to set us straight. 
Men, she says, prefer the good 
old German type. Made like 
this, which is her grandmother’s 
old German recipe: 

“Boil about six medium-sized 
potatoes. While they are cook- 
ing, make the sauce. In a pan 
put one cup of water and one 
cup of vinegar; cider vinegar is 
best. Bring it to.a boil and add 
one heaping tablespoon of corn- 
starch mixed with a bit of water. 
Stir until thickened and put it 
aside. 

“Next, fry six slices of bacon 
until it’s crisp. Add the fat to 
the sauce and stir it in. Then add 
salt and pepper to taste and a 
fourth of a cup of sugar. By this 
time the potatoes should be soft. 

‘Pour off the water and peel 
them while they’re still HOT. I 
usually hold a paper napkin in 
my hand so I won’t get burned. 
When they’re peeled, slice them 
into a big bowl, any way you 
prefer, and slice with them a big 
onion. 

‘‘Now pour on the warm sauce 
and sprinkle the top with a bit 
of mustard and ce.ery seed and 
mix well. The last step—sounds 
funny but it’s delicious. Drop in 
an egg and just mix it well un- 
til the potatoes are coated. Top 
it with the bacon bits and a 
lot of hardboiled eggs cut in 
quarters, The main thing, keep 
the salad on the warm side when 
serving. So now you have it, 


and enjoy it.” We believe we 


will. 


AND ANOTHER READER, 
who signs herself just “A 
Friend,”’ writes to us on the sub- 
ject of eggplant, which is one 
of her favorite vegetables. She 
is 75 years old, she writes, and 
for years she has been trying 
all the fancy recipes for eggplant. 
“‘But all of them, it seems to me, 
spoil the delicate flavor of it. So 
I am passing on to you a recipe, 
in my family for longer than I 
can recall, and which to me is 
delicious. 


“Just cut the eggplant in small 
cubes. Put it in a sauce pan 
with enough water to cook it 
tender. Add salt to taste. When 
it’s tender and the water about 
all cooked out, add a tablespoon 
of bacon fat, some pepper and 
simmer it a little longer. You 
will then get the delicate fla- 
vor.” 

This, we might point out, is 
true of many vegetables. But not 
many people appreciate a vege- 
table’s own delicate flavor.

“The contents of one container 
may be quite different from that 
in another. The need to read the 
Jabel before each use and follow 
directions is evident since there 
are about 50,000 trade name com- 
pounds made from about 200 
basic chemicals.” 

The council cited the following 
steps as part_of a basic safety 
program when using pesticides: 

Read the labels and follow di- 
rections. Do not trust to mem- 
orv. 

Store all pesticides in locked 
chests or rooms away from small 
children, pets. Never keep them | 
near foods of any kind. 

Keep pesticides in their origi- [gg 
nal containers and closed tightly. |% 
Don’t transfer them to empty | 
food or drink containers, like 
cups, pop or milk bottles. Chil. | 
dren and the unwary may mis- | 
take them for harmless, edible 
substances. 

Wear a mask while spraying | 
or dusting, if so directed, and 
avoid inhalation of the chemicals 
as much as possible. 

Always wash hands and face | 
after using a pesticide, and | 
change clothing if it was ex-. 
posed to spray or dust. Do not | —— 
reuse clothing until it has been 
washed or cleaned. 

Remove or cover food and 
water containers when using pes- 
ticides in the home.
